They 
slept in the front part of the shop, and the 
goods were storod at the back, On tho 
night of the 28th, when the fire occurred, 
J was with a fricnd in the Kasi Bing shoe 
shop. The goods in the shop at the timo 
consisted of'a stall quantity of wood and 
aight boxes of silk clothing. There was about 
8300 worth of wood. There were fifteen 
roxes of preserved fruitandofe bor of shoes. 
The boxes of clothing wero in the middle 
part of the shop. The bores were in rowa 
two deep. They containod $4,700 worth 
of goods, which came from Fatshan on 
24th June, On the 26th they were taken 
out to bo shipped to Siam, but: were brought 
back again the same day and remained till 
thefire. They came from the OhunSing shop 
in Fatshan and wore to be sent to the 
Ewong Shing slop at Siam. They were 
my property. Ihad not sold them. The 
clothes wera made up. The timber con- 
sisted of tenkwood planks. I don’t know 
how many there wero. I think there wore 
eight or ten. There wore also some piecas 
of sapan-wood and black-wood. ‘here 
were about fifty piculs of blackwood, The 
planks were lying ov the floor, some piled 
ou the top: of others and one or two 
lying singly. The planks were from 
font to’ ten cheks long, - The box of 
shoes was beside the silk olothing. Tt was 
worth $300.
